Instructions for making a simple yarn cord: 

Get a friend to help and measure off required 



lengths of yarn. Knot ends together, insert 
pencil at each end in front of knot between 
lengths of yam (Diag. A). Facing each other 
and holding yarn together between thumb 
and finger in front of knot, turn pencil clock- 
wise {B). Continue until strands are tightly 
twisted, then bring pencils together and allow 
cord to twist (C). Remove pencils and knot 
ends.

BACK 

With No 3 mm needles, cast on 60 |68] sts and 
work i n K 1 , PI rib for 3 cm inc 1 st at end of last 
row (61 [69] sts). 

Change to No 3^ mm needles and starting 
with a K row, work in stocking stitch until Back 
measures 13 [14] cm, ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape raglans by casting off 2 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. Next row — K1, K2togtbl, K to last 
3 sts, K2tog, K1. Work 1 \3] rows. Next 
row — K1, K2togtbl, K to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1. 
Next row — P. 

Rep last 2 rows until 49 [51] sts remain, thus 
ending with a P row. 

Divide for back opening: Next row — ^Kl, 
K2togtbl, K21 [22], turn and leave remaining 
Sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these 23 [24] sts for first side, dec 
1 st as before at rag I an edge on every alt row 
until 10 [12] sts remain, ending with a P row. 
Leave these sts on a length of yarn. 



With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 25 [26] 
sts on spa re n eedi e, cast off 1 st, K to I ast 3 sts, 
K2tog, K1.

With right ^ide facing, leave centre 13 [15] sts 
on a length of yarn, rejoin yarn to remaining 
sts, K to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings. 
SLEEVES 

With No 3 mm needles, cast on 32 [36] sts and 
work in K1, Pi rib for 3 cm. 

Next row — Rib 4 [3], (Ml, rib 5 16]) 5 times, 
Ml, rib to end (38 [42] sts). 

Change to No 3^4 mm needles and starting 
with a K row, work in stocking stitch, shaping 
sides by inc 1 st at each end of 5th and every 
following 5th [Sth] row until there are 50 [52] 
sts. 

Work straight until sleeve seam measures 1 5 
[l8]cm, ending with right side facing for next 
row.

Shape raglans by casting off 2 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. Next row — K1 , K2togtbl, K to last 
3 sts, K2tog, K1. Next row — P. 

Rep last 2 rows u ntil 1 6 1 3 J sts rema in, ending 
with a P row. 

Next row — K1 , K2togtbl, K to last 3 sts, K2tog, 
K1. Next row — Pi, P2tog, P to last 3 sts, 
P2togtbl, PI. 

Rep fast 2 rows 2 [OJ times more (4 sts). 
Leave these sts on a safety-pin. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

For pressing instructions, see first page of 
text. 

Join raglan, side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No 3 
mm needles, starting at top of left back open- 
ing, work as follows: Kit [12] sts across left 
back, 4 from safety-pin, knit up 11 [13] sts 
down left side of neck, K13 f15j from centre, 
knit up 11 [13] sts up right side of neck, K4 
from safety-pin, then 11 [12] across right back 
(65 [73] sts). 

Work in Pi, kl, rib for 5 cm, rows on wrong 
side having a PI at each end. 

Using a No 3^/a mm needle, cast off loosely in 
rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position* 

Back Border: With right side facing for first 
row and crochet hook, work 2 rows dc all 
round back opening, working 3 buttonloops 
on 2nd row evenly spaced on right side of 
opening. Fasten off. 

To make a buttonloop: 2ch, miss Idc. 

Sew on buttons. 

Rompers 

RIGHTLEG 

With No 3% mm needles and MS, cast on 
69 [73] sts and starting with a K row, work In 
stocking stitch for 5 cm, ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape as follows: 1st row — K6 [3], turn. 2nd 
and every alt_row — P to end. 3rd row — K12 
[14], turn. 5th row — K18 [20], turn. 

Continue in this way, working 6 sts more on 
every alt row until the row 'K30 |32l, turn' has 
been worked. 

Next row — P to end. Next row — K across all 
sts. Next row — P, 

Continue In stocking stitch until work 
measures 18 [20] cm measured at short edge, 
ending with right side facing for next row. 

Shape ieg by casti ng off 3 sts at beg of next 2 
rows (63 [67] sts). 

Work straight until work measures 4 cm from 
cast off rows, ending with right side facing for 
next row. Break MS. 

Change to No 3 Va mm needles, join i n C an d K 
1 row. Now work 15 rows In PI, K1 rib, rows 
on wrong side will have a P'l at each end. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT LEG 

Work as for Right Leg from to 
Next row— -K. 



Shape as follows: 1st row — P6 [8], turn. 2nd 
and every alt row — K to end. 3rd row — PI 2 
[14], turn. 5th row — PI 8 [20], turn. 

Continue in this way, working 6 sts more on 
every alt row until the row 'P30 [321, turn' has 
been worked. Next row — K to end. Next 
row — -P across all sts. Next row — K, 

Work to match Right Leg from end. Join 
front seam. 

With right side facing, No 3V4 mm needles 
and MS, knitup 124 [136] sts across both legs 
and work 1 1 rows garter stitch (every row K), 
thus ending with right side facing for next 
row. 

Divide for Front and Back as follows: Next 
row — Break yam, slip 31 [34] sts on a length 
of yarn, rejoin yarn to remaining sts, K62 [68], 
slip remaining 31 [34] sts on a length of yarn. 
Change to No 3^4 mm needles, continue on 
these 62 [68] sts for Front and starting with a P 
row, work 7 rows stocking stitch. 

Joining In C as required, work in patt from 
chart as follows: 1st row — K8 1 1 1 ]MS, K43 as 
1st row of chart, K11 [14]MS. 2nd row — P11 
[14jMS, P43 as 2nd row of chart, PS [1 1]MS. 

Continue thus, working appropriate rows 
from chart until the 7 rows have been com- 
pleted. Break C. Work 1 row. 

Shape armholes by casting off 4 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows (54 [60] sts). 

Dec 1 St at each end of next 6 [8] rows (42 [44] 
sts}. Work 4 rows. 

Divide for neck: Next row — -K13, turn and 
leave remaining sts on a spare needle. Next 
row — P2tog, P to end.

With right side facing, slip centre 16 [18] sts 
on a length of yarn, rejoin yarn to remaining 
sts and work to match first side, reversing 
shapings. 

Work Back as follows: Join back seam. 

With right side facing. No 2¥a mm needles 
and MS, K across first set of 31 [34] sts, then 
2nd set of 31 |34| sts (62 168 1 sts). 

Work to match Front, but using MS through- 
out.

Neck Borders (Both alike): With right side fac- 
ing, No 3V4tnm needles and C, work as fol- 
lows: knitup 13 sis down left side of neck, K 
across centre, 16 [18] sts dec 2 sts evenly, knit 
up 13 sts up right side of neck (40 [42] sts). 

Work 5 rows K1 , PI rib. Cast off evenly in rib. 

Button Borders (2): With right side facing for 
first row, crochet hook and C, work 2 rows dc 
along shoulder edges of Back. Fasten off. 



Buttonhole Border (2): Work along front 
shoulder as for Button Borders with the addi- 
tion of 3 buttonloops evenly spaced on 2nd 
row. 

To make a buttonfoop: 2ch, miss 1dc. 

Sew on buttons. 

Embroidery: Using MS and C, embrolderface 
on the sun and the sun's rays as in photo- 
graph.

With wrong side facing, leaving next 14tr 
free, rejoin yarn in nexttr and work2ch, Itr in 
each of next lltr, Itr in top of 2ch {13 sts).

LEFT BACK 

With wrong side facing, leaving next 1 Otrfree 
on division row, rejoin yarn in next tr and 
work 2ch, work to end. 

Work to match Right Back, reversing shap^

YOKE BORDER 

Join shoulder seams. 

With right side facing and leaving foundation 
row free, starting at left back rejoin y^rn to 
first tr of next row, (1C1, ss round following tr 
in row above, miss Itr) 9 times. Fasten off. 
Rejoin yarn at feft back armhole to 2nd tr in 
from edge, work 1 Cl in each tr along feft back 
armhole edge, joining with a ss in 3rd tr from 
edge. Continue working CIs down left front 
armhole edge, then across front as on back, 
up right front armhole edge, down right back 
armhole edge and along right back. Fasten 
off. 

SKIRT 

With right side facing and starting at lower 
edge of right back, rejoin yarn and work 1 dc in 
each ch, ending 1dc in top of 2ch (104 sts). 

1st row — 3ch, miss first 2dc, ^ ITri in nextdc, 
2ch, miss 2dc; rep from * to fast 3dc, ITri in 
next dc, Ich, miss Idc, Itr in last dc. 

2nd row — 2ch, miss Itr and Ich sp, * 1 shell 
into Tri, miss 2ch sp; rep from ^ to last Tri, 1 
shell in last Tri, Itr into 2nd of 3ch. 

3rd row — 3ch, miss Itr, * ITri into 4th tr of 
shell, 2ch; rep from *to last shell, ITri into 4th 
tr of last shell, Ich, Itr in top of 2ch. 

2nd and 3rd rows from skirt patt. 

Continue in patt until Dress measures approx 
35 cm, ending with a 2nd row.

With right side facing, starting at right back 
opening, work a row of CIs around neck. Sew 
on buttons.

Sole: Make 7ch. 

Next row — Idc in 2nd ch from hook, Idc in 
each ch to end {6 sts). Next row — 1 ch, 1 dc in 
each dc to end. Rep last row 4 times more. 
** Next row — Ich, 2dc in first dc, Idc in each 
dc to end (7 sts). Work 3 rows dc. 

Next row — -1ch, 2dc in first dc, 1dc In each dc 
to end (S sts). Work 3 rows dc. Next 
row — 1 ch, 2dc in first dc, 1 dc in each dc to end 
(9 sts). Work 3 rows dc. 

Next row — Ich, 2dc in first dc, Idc in each dc 
to end (lOsts). Work3 rows dc, ** do not turn. 

Now work 1 round of dc around Sole as fol- 
iows: 18dc along curved edge of sole, 2dc in 
corner, 4dc along heel, 2dc in corner, 16dc 
along outside edge of sole, 2dc in corner, Sdc 
along top edge, 2dcln corner, ss in nextdc (54 
sts). 

Work 2 rounds more in dc, working 2dc in 
each corner {62 sts). 

Now work down curved edge, along heel, 
then work lOdc along outside edge after 
corner, ss in next dc of previous row.

Shape front as follows: Next row — Idc in 
each of next 3dc, (dec 1 ) 5 times, Idc in each 
of next 3dc, turn. Next row— Ich, miss first 
dc, Idc in each of next 2dc, Ihtr in next st, [Itr 
in next st) 3 times, 1 htr in ne:kt. st, 1 dc in each 
of next 2dc, ss in next dc, turn. 

Shape bar as fol lows : Next row — Ss over first 
3sts, idc in each of next 3tr, turn. Next 
row — Ich, Idc in each of next 3dc. 

Rep last row 16 times. Fasten

Now work as for Right Shoe from ** to 
Work a further row of dc. Do not turn. 

Now work 1 round of dc around Sole as fol- 
lows: 16dc along outside edge of sole, 2dc in 
corner, 4dc along heel, 2dc in corner, 18dc 
along curved edge of side, 2dc in corner, 8dc 
along top edge, 2dcin corner, ssin nextdc (54 
sts).

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn to outside 
edge where front shaping was started and 
work as for Right Shoe from **** to end. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Fold Bar across Strap and stitch in position. 
Sew on button. 

With right side facing, starting at middle of 
inside edge, work 1 row of CIs all round 3rd 
round of trs, working each Cl round each 2tr 
group and ss In dc in next row. 

Fasten off.

WASHING AND CARING FOR PATONS YARNS 



Hand washing is always best, l or 
yams made mainly of woo! use warm 
water, a warm rinse, squeeze out 
between towels or spin-dry (normal 
cycle), then dry fiat after casing into 
shape. Do not dry in direct heat 
(radiators or fires). Do not dry white 
handknits in direct sunlight. For 
yarns mado mainly of acrylics ii is 
important that you rinse in cold wator 
and if you spin-dfy use the short 
cycle. 

A great many people now use wash- 
ing machines. The ball band will 
show whether the yam you have 
chosen is suitable for machine- 
washing: if it is, follow these four 
''golden rules''. 

1. Make sure the garment is knitted 
correctly according to the Patons 
pattern, on the correct needles to 
the correct tension. 

2. Don't have the water hotter than 
the recommended temperature. 

3. Use the machine on a gentle cycle. 

4. Don't leave the garment in the 
machine too long.
